The Sentinel can't comprehend how a 


rule can be uniform, which taxes all persons 
owning two acres of land in the city, auniform 
per cent—all owning three acres a uniform 
per cent—and soon; that is, it can bee no uni- 
formity in tho rule of arithmetical progression. 
We don't know that we can help it. It should 
apply to the Legislature to ha\e the law of 
numbers amended. It says, our "prescription 
is to compel, by law, the monopolizing 'few' 
to sell their lots tit prices to sr.it buyers. Now, 
if the Legislature can rightfully do this, it can 
take a shorter cut to tbe same object by seiz- 
ing tliC'se lots outright and given them away 
to those who want them." 


Not so. Jt compels no man to sell his land. 


It meets the case of those who monopolize to 
themselves a common right, and set up their 
private interests against the interests of the 
public, by legislation. Tho Legislature com- 
pels land owners to sell their lots to Kailroad 
and Plank Road Companies. According to 
the Sentinel's logic " if the Legislature can 
rightfully do this, it can take a shorter cut to 
the same object by seizing these lots outright 
and guing them away to the Companies who 
want them."
